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BESERVE BAJfK AND COMMERCIAL 


DEPRESSION 


To the framers of the act creating the 


Federal Reserve bank the allegations that 
the institution has been operated for the 
special benefit of Wall street and to the de- 
triment of the commercial and agricultur- 
al interests, and that the institution di- 
rectly caused the general economic reac- 
tion, must be something of a shock. If 


• that charge were, true the United States 
today would be in financial chaos, for the 
simple reason that Wall street has no re- 
gard for national welfare when it comes 
to the use of money in speculation and for 
the promotion of its selfish interests. The 
mere fact that the United States is in a 
sound condition financially, and weathered 
the greatest war of all history together 
with the tremendous reactions following 
tin? reestabliskmeat of peace, prove the 
fallacy of the assertion that the Federal 
Reserve bank is oprated for the special 
interest of Wall street. 


The very essence of the Federal Reserve 


system is the complete removal and securi- 
ty of banks and credit from the control 
of "Wall street. One of the primary reas- 
ons for evolving this particular system 
was to sever that pernicious relationship 
which existed 
for so many years and 


•which was the cause of panic after panic. 
That the severance was complete and ef- 
fective is shown by the fact that the credit 
requiremnts of no particular section of 
the United States are subject or subservi- 
ent to the demands of Wall street, and 
that, instead of Wall street dominating our 
banking system, it is itself 
dominated 


by it. 


Subsequent to the panic of 1907 and 


the reaction of 1908. bankers, manufac- 
turers, merchants, farmers and citizens 
generally realized that there was no resi- 
liency to the American banking system 
and no coordination among the national, 
state and private banks. 
The financial 


potentiality might be anywhere, except 
•where it was needed. Strength, coordin- 
ation, flexibility and democracy obvious- 
ly were imperatively necessary, if panics 
•were to be averted, and the Federal Re- 
serve system was formed with these ob- 
jects in view. 


Charges as to the misadminisrration or 


incompeteney of the present system result 
from incomplete knowledge of economic- 
laws, and to business men and bankers 
who have studied developments during 
and since the war the inherit merit of the 
system is more apparent than ever. Had 
there been no coordination and mobility 
of the banking resources, the United States 
•would never have breasted the storms of 
the great Avar and tided over the post-war 
period of maximum inflation. 
The finan- 


cial system we formerly had would have 
completely collapsed. 


It is not understood generally enough 


that most commercial reactions ensue from 
extreme expansion of credit. Business is 
conducted in the first stage on its own 
capital: in the nest stage it is continued 
on ordinary credit: and in the final stage 
credit is employed to the point of exhaus- 
tion and to the ultimate degree of se- 
curity, until, in feet, the margin of safety 
is but a thread.

As a matter of ikct. the Fed- 


eral Reserve board did mM 
pull in the 


reins until the hazardous <-v-dit expansion 
necessitated decisive action. If i,he Fc-d- 
eral Reserve board erred, it erred not in 
stringency or severity, but in leniency, 
and it carried thr- country through thf 
'worst reaction known without disaster.

School boards in Outagramie-co. are 


forbidden to engage* teachers wbo do 
not hold legal certificates unless it is 
absolutely impossible 
to get legaJly 


qualified teachers from this or any 
other county in the state. This is the 
ftnaJ statement on the matter issued 
by State Superintendent John Cal- 
lahan in a letter to County Superin- 
tendent Florence Jenkins. 


The superintendent's letter was in 


reply to an inquiry by Miss Jenkins 
as to the propriety of giving legally 
qualiftsd teachers from other counties 
the preference for vacancies over 
"emergency" teachers residing in the 
county 
The letter states- 


"By all means secure teachers le- 


gally licensed* in other counties' and 
where there is a surplus, before ask- 
ing permission to issue special certi- 
ficates 
If special certificates aro is- 


sued in Outagamie-co and this fact is 
knt^wn generally it will be the first 
step to undermine your county train- 
ing school, for it will indicate that 
there is a short road to securing legal 
licenses to teach school and this short 
road will not pass through your train- 
ing school 
I might add that up to 


presort timo no county superinten- 
dent's request 
for the issuance- of 


special certificates has beer, granted. 
I might further state that indications 
are that there are a sufficient number 
of legally qualified teachers in Wis- 
consin to supply all teaching po- 
siUons " 


Many Teachers Avail iWe 


A list of tho names of 19 teachers in 


other counties of the state who are le- 
gally qualified but who havo not* so- 
cured positions was inclosed with the 
superintendent's letter 
One of these 


has had 16 yoars' experience. It may 
be that some of those teachers will 
be asl'cxJ to take positions in this 
county. 


So far several'school boards in the 


county have riot 
reoorted whether 


they have hired teachers and unless 
they do this at once they may have 
difficulty in being supplied. 
Reports 


already filed at the supenntPtident's 
office show that 18 schools or© -without 
teachers 
Miss Jenkins is of the opin- 


ion that a few school boards have 
purposelv refraired from hiring legal- 
ly qualified teachers just because they 
thought it possible to hire an "emer- 
gency" teacher from their own neigh- 
borhoods.

In service flying, however, emergency 
landings, forced by these causes, often 
mc-in n crash. And those crashes may 
mean casualties. 


Another source of danger to the 


flier is the lack of efficient mechanical 
service in the force that overhauls 
the machines. 


An air-mail flier recently went to his 


death in a plane which had been or-. 
dered out of commission the night be- 
fore, but which was loft in the hangar 
with nothing to indicate it had been 
condemned.

permitted hot sparks to shoot down 
into tha leaking gas.
